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Palestine - Another Eruption ? 


Another volcano, simmering ominously 
for the last five years and rumbling most 
menacingly in the past few days, is ready 
to erupt on the troubled world scene. The 
Arab-Israel war which began in 1948 with 
the creation of the Jewish State, and end- 
ed a year later with the Arab nations re- 
pulsed, may flare up again at any moment. 
Late last week, Israeli forces attacked 
three villages inside Trans-Jordan, killing 
a number of civilians in the process Jor- 
dan immediately turned to the Big Three 
and the U.N., while her sister Arab sta- 
tes, Dgypt, Syria and Iraq rushed troops 
to the Israel frontier, 

This attack is the latest and largest 
of a chain of border skirmishes between 
Israel and her neighbours which began 
-With the close of the official fighting, and 
has continued ever since. The incidents 
all fall into a similar pattern: armed in- 
-filtrators, civilians for the most part, from 
Jordan and Egypt cross the border and 
carry out thefts of varying degree, fre- 
quently murdering and raping; Israel, in 
reprisal, sends troops ever the line against 
the Arab villages in the area of infiltra- 
tion. The last foray is apparently of this 
kind. 

These border incidents can be better 
understood in the light of two related 
problems — the Arab refugee question, 
and the fact that the Arab states and 
Israel are still technically at war. W hen, 
in 1947, the United Nations decided to 
partition Palestine into indepenedent Aral 
and Jewish States, fighting between the 
two parties began. In 1948, on the day 
that Israel was proclaimed a nation, seven 
Arab countries invaded Palestine and at- 
tacked the Jewish population. The Arab

were urged by their leaders to evacuate, 
being promised by the latter that they 
would receive their property back as well 
_as that of the Jews after the apparently 
certain Arab victory. The outcome of the 
matter, after the truce was signed, was 
that Israel emerged a sovereign state and 
the majority of Palestinian Arabs found 
themselves homeless and destitute in Jor- 
dan, Syria and Egypt 

Funds were immediately appropriated 
by the United Nations, notably the Unit- 
ed States, for the help of these refugees, 
Their Jand in Israel, meanwhile, was tak- 
en over by the tens of thousands of Jews 
who streamed in from the concentration 
camps of Europe.

The only real 
solution, that of resettling the homeless 
Within their new countries, was negated 
by the governments concerned who saw 
fit instead to keep the refugees in camps 
near the Israel border. These camps, 
Where the worst possible conditions exist, 
are natural breeding places for discon- 
tent, and its practical manifestations in 
this case communism and vandalism 

In sight of their old homes, now oc- 
cupied by others, hungry and unemploy- 
ed, these desperate Arabs cross the fron- 
tier in a never ending proression, knowing 
that the Jordanian or Egyptian border 
guards will make no attempt to stop them. 
They commit crimes in Israel, wreaking 
havoc in border sett!ements, and then Is- 
racl replies with force, This stops trouble 
for a short time, but its original causes 
unchanged, the infiltration soon is re- 
sumed, 

The solution of this problem, and a 
gencral clearing up of the muddled situa- 
tion could be brought about in this trou- 
ble spot too by a meeting of the two sides. 
Such a+ meeting, however, has not yet 
taken place and probaly will not in the 
near future. In 1949, largely through the 
efforts of U.N. mediator Ralph Bunche, 
an armistice was signed, but no peace 
treaty was ever concluded or even dis- 
cussed, 


Israel wants peace, indeed needs it des- 
perately to remain alive. The overburden- 
ed economy of the fledgling state can ill 
afford the costs of the high army it keeps, 
More important to her still in the Arab 
countries which peace would open up.

The Arab nations, however, have never 
agreed to sit at the same table with Tsrael, 
Which they do not recognize. Consequent- 
ly, both sides maintain large armies, l'e- 
gularly fire up their citizens with burning 
nationalism, and rear an entire generation 
on hate and chauvinism. And the border 
warfare, in which both sides are guilty, 
continues to take its deadly toll 

Clearly, what is needed here, else- 
Where, is peace. And, as in the larger 
world conflict, even a meeting of the two 
adversaries seems to be a naive hope cher- 
ished by idealists.

A Sacred Cow 


Despite the Books... 


The Survival of the Fittest or 
The Arrival of the Fittest. 


by James F, Colebrook 


The spirit of bravado that marked the Scientific attitude of the nineteenth centu- 
ry seems to have just about petered out. Indeed, if the scientific spirit has any warmth 
of feeling for humanity it must by now feel a little uneasy about its achievements in certain 
fields, And at least in one field the scientific spirit is beginning to waver in extreme 
embarrassment, FAR 

In the best of evolutionary circles there are signs that all is not well. Prominent 
evolutionists are at last beginning to realize, albeit reluctantly, that all along they may 
have been confounding resemblances with relationships and hypothesis with truth. Here 
are a few confessions of the élite which smaller-fry biologists should examine with care: 

A certain Dr. Brass once gave Ernst Haeckel some accurate diagrams of embryos. 
But Haeckel doctored them up before publication, Haeckel later confessed: “I begin at 
once With the trite confession that a small number of my diagrams are really forgeries in 
Dr, Brass” sense. Hundreds of the best zoologists lie under the same charge. (Muncher 
‘Allgemeine Zeitung, Jan. 1909) But the diagrams keep appearing. Anthony Standen says 
this about Haeckel’s evolutionary tree: ‘“Haeckel’s trees have indeed fallen to pieces, for

Concerning the “geological 
chain’, the maestro had this to 
say: “Geology assuredly does 
not reveal any such fincly gra- 
ded organic chain; and this per 
haps is the most obvlous anid 
serious objection which can be 
urged against the theory (of 
cvolution)." (Charles Darwin - 
“Origin of Species"). As a mat- 
ter of fact, decp down the rock

(Lit- 
erary Digest, Feb. 16, 1929), Evo- 
lutionist LeComte du Nouy rue- 
fully admitted: “Each group, or- 
der, or family seems to be born 
suddenly and we hardly ever find

survival of the fittest, Professor 
Coulter of the University of 
Chicago writes: “The most fun- 
damental objection to the theo- 
ry of natural selection is that 
it can not originate characters; 
it only selects among charact- 
ers already existing.” Hugo de 
Vries adds: “Natural selection 
may explain the survival of the 
fittest, but it can not explain 
the arrival of the fittest." 


Hugo de Vries suggested a mu- 
tation theory to overcome the 
lack of fossil evidence, But like 
the other theories, this one too 
was thrown out: “I am afraid 
that many anthropologists (in- 
cluding myself) have sinned a- 
gainst genetic sclence and are 
leaning upon a broken reed when 
they depend upon mutations, The 
evidence of modern experimental 


genetics seems to indicate that 
most mutations are harmful, and 
that many of them are even Je- 
thal, and that they are attribu- 
teble in the main to deterior- 





tations have uppeared, and none 
is anticipated.” (Life-Noy. 21, 
1949). “It is conservatively est- 
mated that over nintey-nine per 
cent of mutated genes are harm- 
ful.’’ (Science News Letter- Noy. 
4, 1950), “The mutation theory 
of De Vries may now be relegated

REACTION 

The scientific reaction agaln- 
st Scripture was in part caused 
by hypocrisy and ignorance of 
those who professed a belief in 
Scripture. But this does not 
mean that Scripture is not core 
rect, In fact, science, to its 
amazement, is discovering that 
its increasing knowledge of the 
physical world parallels Scrip- 
tural account. But dic-hards 
among the deans of evolution 
stubbornly cling to their dis- 
proved theories: “Evolution fs 
unproved and unprorable.

“Belief 
in cvolution is an act of faith, 
not that kind which is based on 
testimony or evidence, however 
slight, but of that unreasoning 
kind which we usually stigma- 
tize as mere credulity and su- 
perstition,” (At McGill-- Profes- 
sor JW. Dawson) ,,, And fi- 
nally, Professor T.L. More, Uni- 
versity of Cincinnati has this 
to say, “The more one studies 
paulacontology, the more certain 
one becomes that evolution {fs 
based on falth alone; exactly 
the same sort of faith which it 
is necessary to have when one 
encounters the great mysteries 
of religion,” 

The motion of evolution is not 
pecullar to the scientific thought 
of our day. The pagan Greeks 
believed it, and so do savege tri- 
bes in remote parts of the world 
today, Self-styled Christian relig- 
ions also believe it today. But the 
fact Is that the accumulating evi- 
dence of scientific enquiry is d's- 
proving the circumstantial hy- 
pothesis of evolution. The ‘only

COSEC - What It Is 
And What It Does

The term Cosee means Cuordin- 
ating Secreturlat of National 
Union of Students. It’s purpose, 
however, is far more important 
than the name might Imply, for 
this the administrative agency set 
up to implement the decisions of 
the Annual International Student 
Conference of the National Union 
of Students, To clarify this stete- 
ment, it would be best just to 
review how Cosec came about, or 
rather the history of Cosec, 

For the benifit of students the 
world over, an _ International 
Union of Student, consisting of 
Student representatives of many 
different countries was founded, 
It proved, however, to be com- 
munist dominated. Chiefly the 
various international conférences 
consisted of communist instigated 
discussions on the demerits of 
American Imperialism, The West- 
ern students soon got sick of this 
propaganda, and the fact that no- 
thing substantial was being done, 
thus they went about forming 
their own federation of students, 
known as the National Union of 
Students. However, after a year 
in existence, the N.U.S. saw a 
flaw in thelr system as none of 
their resolutions were being car- 
ried out, hence a Secretariat was 
set up to carry out the various 
resolutions, This was Cosec, 

The Co-ordinating Secretariat 


or “Cosec"” as it is commonly 
known, has no policy-making 


powers and it is instructed to ad- 
minister only those duties alloted 
to it by the conference, to act in 
accordance with conference reso- 
lutions, and to submit a report 
on its activities to the annual 
meeting, The secretariat is re- 
sponsible throughout the year 
directly ‘o a Supervision Com- 
mittee whose duty is to supervise 
and control its operation and to 
appoint the Administrative Sec- 
retary and other staff, 

The activities of the Secretariat 
include Me following: 

1) To Cooperate with the Na- 
tional Unions of Students in the 
Implementation of projects as- 
signed to them by the Interna-

2) to act as an international 
student “research” centre for the 
collection and distribution of 
material concerning matters of 
student interest, including nego- 
tiations with UNESCO World 
University Service, World assemb- 
ly of Youth, and other Interna- 
tional Student and student-serv- 
ing organizations; 

3) to serve as a permanent in- 
ternational information centre, 
especially through publication of 
a monthly “Information Bulletin” 
concerning the activities of Na- 
tional Unions of Students; and 

4) to issue the invitations to 
the International Student -Con- 
ference, to cooperate wilh the 
host National Union in its pre- 
paration, and to prepare the 
documentation necessary for the 
work of the Conference, 

The last International Student 
Conference was held in January 
of 1953 In Copenhagen, It wus 
the largest representative meeting 
of N.U.S, ever to take place. 
Among those present was NFCUS, 
NFCUS co-operates with the Co- 
ordinating Secretariats along with 
approximately 40 N.U.S. in Eur- 
ope, North and Latin America, 
South East Asia, Africa, and the 
Middle East, 

Mr. William Denzer of Rochest- 
er, Penn., Associate Secretary of 
the National Union of Students, 
Who just terminated office, was 
invited to attend the conference 
to speak on Cosec, Mr. Denzer al 
present is studying for his law 
degree at Yale University, Among 
the topics that will be covered in 
his addresg will be an elaboration 
of the duties of the Secretariat, 
and various problems of the fu- 
ture, ‘‘Problems,” said Mr, Den-; 
zer, “ike the Increased repre- 
sentation at these international 
student conferences from un- 
developed areas, will introduce « 
more political flavour into the 
work of the conference to which 
the National Unions, which here- 
tofore have been concerned with 
strictly practical problems, will 
have to adjust.”
